newspaper conjectures as to the mili- 
tary maneuvers about to take place m 
Texas and elsewhere and to give to 
President Diaz assurance that the ma-

neighbors of the United States to the 
south."

That any protest regarding damages

Dr. Pearson's representative, 
at Toronto, sent the following com- 
munication to the state department- 


"Newspaper dispatches from Wash- 


Ingtoh. published here this morning 
state that the British government, in 
behalf of subjects having 'extensive 
railroad and mining interest* in Mex- 
ico, has communicated with the state 
department at Washington with re- 
gard to protection. 
The dispatches 


state further that the Pearson syndi- 
cate, a large British and Canadian con- 
struction firm, has complained bitterly 
of interference by revolutionists, an* 
ha* asked for protection. 


"I presume, If true, this dispatch 


must have reference to others, but In 
order to avoid any misunderstanding, 
after communicating with Dr. Pearson, 
I consider it better to teleg.aph as- 
rorfng; you that If the dispatch refers 
to our people, it is absolutely without 
foundation

ON THE MEXICAN BORDER. 


WHAT is described in the press dis- 


patches as "the most extensive movement 
of troops and warships ever executed in fhis 
country in time of peace" seems to have 
created a small sensation in Washington. 
' Officially, the massing of 20,000 soldiers 
on the Mexican border and the congrega- 
tion of powerful naval fleets on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific sides of our southern 
neighbor, is described as an act of prepara- 
tion for practice maneuvers. 


Of course this is the sort of explanation 


that does not explain. 
Army and navy 


maneuvers are invariably announced sev- 
eral weeks, perhaps months, in advance, 
but this affair seems to have been gotten 
up on a scant two days' notice. Moreover, 
the War Department has never before em- 
ployed such a large number of men in its 
field maneuvers. Troops are being hurried 
to Texas from all over the West, from Fort 
Oglethorpe, in-Georgia, and even from Fort 
Myer, in Virginia. 
An entire division of 


the army will be strung along the Rio 
Grande river within the next five days. 


WATCHING 
FOREIGN 
INTERESTS. 


The whole affair seem* 


to be a guessing game, and 
our guess is that the troops 
are sent to the Mexican 
bofder- primarily to watch 


the insurrection and see that no damage is 
done to American and other foreign prop- 
erty. They may, and probably will, engage 
in maneuvers, but their principal business 
will be to hang around the border and let 
the fact of their presence exercise what re- 
straining influence it will on the insurgents. 
American 
interests in Mexico are 
of 


enormous extent. 
According to a recent 


estimate, somewhere near two billions of 
American money is invested in the Repub- 
lic, mostly-in mining, smelting, and electri- 
cal power enterprises. 
Likewise there are 


heavy European investments, principally 
English and German. 
Thus fap the in- 


surgents have been careful not to molest 
foreign interests, realising that it would 
mean speedy intervention, with possibly a 
disastrous effect on their cause. But there 
is no telling uhen a turn in the tide of in- 
surgent fortunes might lead to 'serious^jie- 
predations. An unconfirmed report in the 
dispatches says that both the English and 
German investors who have interests in 
Mexico would welcome action by the 
American Government to safeguard them, 
but whether this is true or not there is no 
doubt that the importance of American in- 
terests in Mexico justifies, any reasonable 
precautions that may be taken by our 
Gov- 


ernment. 


Just what part the nav\ is to take in 


the affair is harder to guess. There have 
not been arid will not be any sea operations 
in the insurrection because the insurgents 
do not possess a single warship of any de- 
scription, and the Mexican government is 
not much better off. 
No matter what 
hap- 


pens there will be nothing for the navy to 
do, so it probably will merely engage in the- 
usual spring maneuvers. 


THE RATE DECISION. 


IT will be remembered that Louis D. 


Brandeis, counsel for Atlantic Coast ship- 
pers in the hearing of the so-called Eastern 
freight rate case before the Interstate 
Com- 


merce Commission, argued that the rail- 
roads before attempting to obtain increased 
revenues at the expense of shippers should 
put themselves on a scientific business basis. 
He contended that by the practice of much 
needed internal economies immense sums 
could be saved—sufficient, in all probabil- 
ity, to meet the purpose of the proposed 
higher tariffs. 


Of course this contention was vigorous- 


ly opposed by the railroads whose lawyers 
pointed to the alleged difficulty of floating 
new bond issues and the utter insufficiency 
of present revenues to provide for neces- 
sary extensions and improvements in equip- 
ment and service.

made during the hearings and -various inter- 
views given l\v va'rioih railroad magnates 
one mipht have been led to believe that the 
countn, would go kj uck and ruin if the

However, jin the light of developments 


during the two weeks since the Commission 
announced its decision prohibiting the nil 
increase, it appears that Mr. .Brandeis was 
presenting sound logic and the railroads 
Ciultting hot air. The immediate effect of 
the decision was to cause unsettlement in 
Wall Street, but it soon became evident that 
there was no occasion for alarm. 
One 


after another, the leading railroad men of 
the country came out with reassuring state- 
ments, some even expressing satisfaction 
.with the decision. Not all were so candid 
« Frank Gould who, after asserting his 
opinion that the ruling "was just and will 
•prove salutary," added that "the increase 
asked for was, in my opinion, another mis- 
take added to the already long list of errors 
made by the railroads." Nevertheless there 
is reason to believe that the transportation 
magnates, with few exceptions, feel down 
in the .bottom of their hearts that the ad- 
vances asked.for were unjustifiable and that 
their establishment, at least at this time, 
would have been unfortunate. 


European buyers of American railroad 


securities do not seem to have been fright- 
ened in the least by the Commission's order, 
and the announcement that one of the 
transcontinental lines is to be doubletracked 
at a cost of some $8,000,000 is plain evi- 
dence that confidence in this country has 
not been shaken. It is inevitable that in the - 
course of another year or two the railroads 
will again seek to establish higher freight' 
rates, but in the meantime they will do well 
to see what can be done along the lines of 
greater economy suggested by Mr. Brandeis. 
Unless they can show that they are being 
managed and operated on a sound business' 
basis it is to be doubted if the Commission 
would sustain them, even though their 
books showed a falling off in revenues.
